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MEETS TO TAKE UP 
ETHIOPIAN ROW 


Italian Delegate Says at Pri- 
vate Session That He 
Will Discuss Nothing but 
Arbitration. 


BRITISH, FRENCH 
TO SEEK ACCORD 


Eden and Laval Instructed 
to Talk to Disputants Be- 
fore the Next Meeting 
Tomorrow.

GENEVA, July 31.—Baron Pom- 
peo Aloisi, Premier Mussolini's rep- 
resentative in the League of WNa- 
tions, told the League Council to- 


day that Italy would not discuss 
anything at this time except the ar- 
bitration question in its dispute 
with Ethiopia. 

He was heard by the council 
meeting in a private session which 
lasted less than one hour. It ad- 
journed until 5 p. m. _ tomorrow, 
when it will hold a public meetjng. 
The object of the meeting is to 
seek some way of averting war. 

In the less than 24 hours between 
the two sessions, the representa- 
tives of Great Britain and France 
must endeavor, by the recom- 
mendation of the council, to nego- 
tiate with both Italy and Ethiopia 
in an effort to find a basis for 
resumption of the arbitration and 
conciliation proceedings which 
were suspended several weeks ago. 

Capt. Eden’s Position. 

Capt. Anthony Eden, British Min- 
ister for League of Nations Affairs, 
agreed to Aloisi’s position for a 
temporary restriction of the 
League's discussion to arbitration, 
on the condition, however, that this 
would be merely a temporary meas- 
ure and would not prejudice the 
right of the Council to discuss 
other questions if such discussion 
seemed desirable. 

Maxim Litvinoff, Russian For- 
eign Commissar and president of 
the council, agreed with Eden that 
the limitation of the discussion 
was merely a temporary decision 
and did not, in any way, bind the 
council's future activities. 

Aloisi declared it was essential, 
be 
thrown on the Ualual incident of 
last December in which both Ital- 
ians and Ethiopians were killed. 

“Nothing can usefully be done 
until that incident is cleared up,” 
he said, adding that the Council 
could not go outside this phase of 
the problem 

Aloisi said Italy could not agree 
to any wider debate and insisted 
League procedure always 
called for the opportunity of arbi- 
tration to settle disputes. 

Eden and Laval Named. 

Eden and Premier Laval 
France were asked to negotiate 
with Italy and Ethiopia because 
they represent the Powers most 
directly interested: in the settlement 
of the conflict and are parties, 
with Italy, to the three-Power 
agreement of 1906 by which Ethio- 
pia's independence was guaranteed. 

The private session brought no 
tangible progress toward solving 
the difficulties of Italy and Ethi- 
Opia. 

Laval, Eden and Litvinoff failed 
in a private meeting to reach an 
accord on the basis of a formula 
for an Italo-Ethopian peace move. 
The three diplomats are to meet 
®gain later tonight in another at- 
tempt at an accord. Any agree- 


Qmi they may reach will be sub- 


mitted to the British and French 
vernments before they are dis- 
cussed with representatives of 
Italy and Ethiopia. 
Prof. Gaston Jeze, a Frenchman 
but representative of Ethiopia, told 
the Council the arbitration between 


the two countries had broken down

ETHIOPIA TO REJECT ANY 
LEAGUE MANDATE PROPOSAL 


No Such a Suggestion Received Yet, However 
—Haile Selassie Holds Parley 
With Chiefs.

ADDIS ABABA, July 31. — The 
Foreign Office announced today 
that Ethiopia would reject any 
proposal for a League of Nations 
mandate over Ethiopia. 

The Foreign Office issued a com- 
munique stating that no such pro- 
posal had been made to this gov- 
ernment and that, furthermore, if 
tny were reecived, .:t would be 
turned down. 

“No amount of prosperity under 
foreign domination,” said the For- 
eign Office, “would compensate for 
the loss of independence.” 


Emperor Haile Selassie summoned 
his chiefs into conference today. 
The conference was in a setting 
of native splendor. A tent of state 
was erected in the center gf the 
courtyard of the palace. Into this 
tent filed the chiefs, and no word 
was given out as to their delibera- 
tions. 

It was thought in the capital 
that Haile Selassie was conferring 
with his lieutenants on the situa- 
tion in Geneva, where the Council 
of the League of Nations met to- 


day to discuss the Italian-Ethio- 
pian dispute. 

Ethiopia is fortifying strategic 
positions along all fronts, particu- 
larly in the north, under the guid- 
ance of Europeans whose identities 
are guarded closely. 

Troops are being dispatched to 
the whole northern region, includ- 
ing Tigre province adjoining Italy’s 
colony of Eritrea. 

Shops were reopened today after 
the Government decided to consid- 
er a petition of speculators, _ re- 
questing freedom to export the sil- 
ver Maria Theresa thaler, Ethio- 
pian currency. Merchants and im- 
porters suspended business yester- 
day at the instigation of some ex- 
change speculators. Authoritative 
sources said, however, that the re- 
quest for free export of the cur- 
rency probably would be rejected. 

Only one Italian woman re- 
mained in the capital as Italians 
continued to depart. A party of 
Italian legation officials, including 
one woman, left by train yester- 
day for Djibouti, accompanied by 
guards.

OFFICIAL REPORTS LENGTHENING 
OF HOURS, CUTS IN WAGES 


Assistant Secretary of Labor Says 
Action Has Been Taken Since 
Collapse of NRA.

CLEVELAND, July 31.—Edward 
F. McGrady, Assistant Secretary of 
Labor, said yesterday there has 
been a lengthening of hours and 
decrease in wages since NRA was 
held unconstitutional 

“Since the collapse of the NRA,” 
McGrady said, “hours of work have 
been lengthened about 20 per cent. 
In some cases,” he added, “there 
has been no increase in wages and 
other instances there have been 
wage reductions. 

“What we need is more jobs and 
more purchasing power. I don't 
mean that all industries and all em- 
ployers can increase wages. No 
general rule will apply. We have 
to find jobs for 9,000,000 people and 
we're not creating them by length- 
ening hours and cutiing wages.

JUST SOVEREIGN 
WOULD PERMIT 
SUIT BY CITIZEN 


So Says Federal Judge Otis 
in Temporarily Enjoining 
Collection of AAA Proc- 


essing Tax.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 31.— 
Thirteen protestants against the 
AAA processing tax on grain and 
livestock were granted a tempo- 
rary injunction against collection 
of the tax in this district today by 
United States District Judge Mer- 
rill E. Otis. 

Judge Otis, however, declared he 
was not prepared to agree with pre- 


vious court decisions the AAA is 
unconstitutional and ordered the 13 
companies to deposit with the 
Court Clerk all money involved in 
their injunction suits, pending ar- 
guments of the cases on their mer- 
its Sept. 10. 

The temporary injunction against 
Dan M. Nee, Collector of Internal 
Revenue, is returnable then. 

The memorandum opinion was 
given in the case of the Washburn 
Crosby Mill vs. Dan M. Nee. It ap- 
plied, however, to 12 other process- 
ors who have identical suits. be- 
fore Judge Otis. 

In addition to these, there are 
six other’ identical suits before 
Judge Albert L, Reeves of this 
Federal District. Judge Reeves pre- 
viously had refused to enjoin Nee 
from collecting the tax, but has 
been overruled by the Circuit Court. 

Judge Otis, in his opinion, 
marked that: 

“It is said that Congress is 
about to pass a law and that the 
President will approve it, whereun- 
der the doors of the courts of jus- 
tice will be closed to those whose 
money and property unlawfully 
have been taken. With humiliation 
it must be confessed that there is 
a basis for this apprehension. It is 
true that the sovereign may not be 
sued without the sovereign’s con- 
sent, and while a just and righteous 
sovereign will never deny that right 
to its citizens, it is yet possible to 
do so. Shortly, no doubt, we shall 
know whether such a step is to be 
taken in this republic.”

enate Committee Votes Gold Clause 
Bill Revised to Allow Suits. 

WASHINGTON, July 31.—The 
Senate Banking Committee reported 
out the gold-clause bill today, with 
a revision to permit suits on Gov- 
ernment obligations for six months 
after enactment of the measure. 

The amendment, by Senator Mc- 
Adoo (Dem.), California,.would -:e- 
quire the bondholder to show he had 
been injured by the action of ‘the 
Government in refusing payment of 
gold on its obligations. 

The change was attached to the 
bill by a vote of 11 to 7, over the op- 
position of administration leaders 
on the committee, who had sought 
to outlaw all such suits. 

The_ bill provided suits could be 
brought “upon any gold-clause se- 
curities of the United States or for 
interest thereon, or upon any coin 
or currency of the United States, or 
upon any claim or demand arising 
out of any surrender, requisitio... 
seizure, acquisition of any such coin 
or currency or any gold or silver 
and involving the effect or validity 
of any change in the metallic con- 
tent of the dollar or other regula- 
tion of the value of money.” The 
amendment would leave intact any 


such suits now pending. There are

MAN MUTILATED, 
TELLS STORY OF 
ATTAGK AND DIES 


Before Succumbing, Grad- 
uate Osteopath, Bride- 
groom of Three Weeks, 
Says Stranger Used Knife 


JEALOUS ADMIRER 
OF WIFE IS SOUGHT 


Friend Reports Victim 
Feared He Was Going In- 
sane and Thought He 
Was Being Followed.

CHICAGO, July 31.—Abducted in 
Ann Arbor, Mich., last night and 
forced to drive to a wooded section 
of Chicago’s South Side, Walter J. 
Bauer, 38 years old, a bridegroom of 
three weeks, was subjected to muti- 
lation from which he died five hours 
later. 

Before his death at Jaekson Park 
Hosfital, Bauer told police that his 
abductor, who performed the oper- 
ation, was a man he had met in a 
hotel at Ann Arbor. Bauer resided 
in Cleveland. His parents live at 
LaGrange, Mo. 

Bauer’s wife, Mrs. Louise Bauer, 
was notified at the Laughlin Hos- 
pital at Kirksville, Mo., where slie 
is a night supervisor of nurses. 

Detective Howard Doyle, who 
questioned Bauer, said he named as 
a suspect a man who Mrs. Bauer 
had often said was intensely jeal- 
ous and embittered because of their 
marriage. Bauer did not know the 
man personally, Doyle said, 

The police issued an order for 
the arrest of a 27-year-old Kirkville 
(Mo.) man, whom Bauer named as 
a disappointed suitor of his wife. 

Bauer had been a member of 
the faculty of the Kirksville College 
of Osteopathy since his graduation 
from the college a year ago and had 
gone to the University of Michigan 
at Ann Arbor for graduate work 
after his marriage, July 14, in La 
Grange, Mo. Mrs. Bauer’s parents 
are Mr. and Mrs. W. J. Schaffer 
of La Grange. 

Abandoned at Filling Station. 


At 1:30 a. m. attendants at a 
South Side filling station saw a 
small coupe rolling slowly into the 
driveway. A man leaped from the 
car and disappeared into the dark- 
ness. 

From the automobile the attenc- 
ants, Harry and Harold Anderson, 
brothers, heard moans. They found 
Bauer, bound and in great pain, 
and hurried him to the hospital. 

There Bauer, weak from loss of 
blood, dictated a telegram to his 
bride. It read: 

“Seriously ill in Chicago. 
at once.” 

He told his story to Detective 
Doyle. As retold by Doyle, it was as 
follows: 

When Bauer strolled into the lob- 
by of the Jennings House near Ann 
Arbor last night, he fell into conver- 
sation with a man he had previ- 
ously seen there. The man 
asked to be permitted to accorn- 
pany Bauer in the latter’s automo- 
bile to the business district of Ann 
Arbor. 

Man Draws Revolver. 

They had gone only a short dis- 
tance when the man drew a re- 
volver and said: “You had better 
do what I tell you, because I sm 
desperate. I am wanted all over 
the country and if I’m caught it’s 
the ‘hot seat’ for me.” 

The man then ordered Bauer to 
drive to Chicago. 

En route, they stopped for food 
and gasoline. The abductor kept 
the revolver concealed in a coat 
pocket, but pressed against Bauer’s 
side. 

Arriving at Chicago, the man 
directed his captive to drive to a 
lonely section west of the Oakland 
Cemetery. There he commanded 
Bauer to stop. 

The man tied him hand and foot 
with soiled rags found in the car 
and took a penknife from his 
pocket. As he began the operation 
Bauer lost consciousness. He re- 
vived when the automobile rolled 
into the filling station. 

Although near death, Bauer man- 
aged to describe his assailant and 
advance what he said was the only 
reason he could assign for the at- 
tack—jealousy. 

The police immediately issued or- 
ders for the arrest of the man 
named by Bauer. 


Victim Feared He Was Insane, Mis«- 
souri Friend Says.

KLRKSVILLE, Mo. July 31— 
Walfer J. Bauer, murdered in Chi- 
cago early today, feared he was 
insane, a Kirksville friend said to- 
day. 

Earl Laughlin of tthe staff of 
the Kirksville College of Osteopath, 
told police he received today a letter 
from Bauer in which he said Bauer 
expressed belief he was temporar:- 
ly insane because of worry and lack 
of sleep. Bauer’s letter did not ex- 
plain his worries, but another frieni 
reported hearing from him that he

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Lawyer Hitt Says Associ- 
ated Gas Pays Him for 
Phone Accounts of Lobby

FOUR YEARS’ PROFIT 
PUT AT $15,500,000 


New York Investigator Tes- 
tifies Hopson’s Personal 
Companies Got $8,500,- 
000 in That Time.

WASHINGTON, July 31.—The 
Senate Lobby Investigating Com- 
mittee today pursued its inquiry 
into the generous legal fees paid 
by the Associated Gas & Electric 
Co. in connection with its $800,000 
campaign to defeat the Wheeler- 
Rayburn holding company bill. 

Chairman Black announced that 
subpenas have been issued for How- 
ard C., Hopson, missing “master 
mind” of the far-flung $900,000,000 
Associated system. “This commit- 
tee is going to lay hands on Mr. 
Hopson if it is physically possible,” 
he declared. 

Yesterday it learned that fees of 
$25,000 each were paid to Basil 
O’Connor, President Roosevelt’s for- 
mer law partner, and Patrick J. 
Hurley, former Secretary of War, 
although Fred C. Burroughs, vice- 
president of Associated Gas, was 
not certain whether “the smal] 
amount of work” for which O’Con. 
nor got 925,000 was concerned with 
the Wheeler-Rayburn bill; or with 
a merger of the Associated Gas 
subsidiary. He “might have been 
consulted” about the bill, he said. 

Draws Pay to Report Hearings. 

Today the committee was told by 
Moultrie Hitt, a Washington lawyer, 
that Associated Gas had been pay- 
ing him $8.30 an hour to attend the 
House and Senate hearings, and re- 
port to New York by telephone. 
Senator Black pointed out that As- 
sociated Gas reported paying Hitt’s 
firm $1000, whereas it actually paid 
about $4500. 

Black asked Hitt if he thought 
there was any ulterior purpose in 
the destruction of Associated Gas 
records, and Hitt said he did not. 

“How long have you been prac- 
ticing law?’ Black asked. “Since 
1925.” 

“And you believe that the de- 
struction of these records was just 
a routine matter?” “I do. Of 
course, the experience of you gen- 
tlemen may have been more sordid 
than mine.” 

“Well, at least none of us has 
ever been employed by the Associ- 
ated Gas & Electric Co.,” Black re- 
torted. 

Hitt came to the stand in a bei- 
ligerent attitude, but under Black’s 
examination changed his manner. 

Payment Statement Incorrect. 

“The Associated Gas statement 
that it paid you only $1000 is not 
correct, is it?” “It is incorrect.” 

“Wholly incorrect, isn’t 7?" 
“Well, it’s incorrect.” 

“Yet you don’t considep that any 
of the Associated Gas people have 
done anything. wrong?” “No, I 
think some of\the little fellows 


down the line ha been dumb. I 
think the destruction those rec- 
ords was the dumbest thing\I ever 


heard of.” 

“You think it was perfectly a 
right to take a city directory and 
forge people’s name to telegrams 
for the purpose of influencing lez- 
islation?” “I think the motive was 
all right, but it was stupidly han- 
died.” 

“Then it comes down to this: You 
have been here every day, listening 
to the evidence, and the only thing 
you can find to criticise is the com- 
mittce.” Hitt did not reply. 

Hupson’s Huge Profits. 

It has been shown that Hopson 
systematically milked the Associat- 
ed Gas operating companies 
through personally owned service 
corporations, such as engineering, 
management and tax® consulting 
companies. Stuart C. Ross, a New 
York State investigator, said that 
the New York Public Service Com- 
mission had been denied access to 
the figures on payments to these 
companies, on the ground that they 
were incorporated in Delaware. As- 
sociated Gas officials argued 
against the Wheeler-Rayburn bill 
on the ground that they favor State 
as against Federal regulation of 
utilities. 

One of the Hopson concerns, 
starting with no assets whatever 
except a contract with Associated 
Gas, had a net profit in the last 
three years of $4,098,000. Its oper- 
ating expenses during that period 
totaled $1,234,000. 

“And of course, this money came 
ultimately from the consumers of 
gas and electricity?” Black asked. 
“There is no other place it could 
come from,” Ross replied.

DETROIT, July 31.—The strike of 
housewives against meat prices, 
which started a week ago in Ham- 
tramck, spread td Highland Park 
yesterday.

ROOSEVELT ON NEW TAX BILL 


Defines “58 Thriftiest People” in the 
Country. 

WASHINGTON, July 31. — Dis- 
cussing the new tax bill with news- 
paper men, President Roosevelt ob- 
served today that 58 of the wealthi- 
est persons in the United States 
paid no Federal tax in 1932 on 37 
per cent of their income. Referring 
to the group as the “58 thriftiest 
people in the United £tates,” the 
President said they escaped Federal 
taxation principally by investments 
in tax-exempt securities.

‘POLITICAL GESTURE 
AT SOCIAL REFORM’ 


Democrats Accused of Try- 
ing to Catch Votes — 
Submitting Its Proposals 
Majority Estimates Reve- 
nue at $270,000,000. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 31.—A cau- 
tiously phrased report, estimating 
officially that the new tax Dill 
would raise $270,000,000 a year, was 
submitted to the House today. by 
the majority members of the Ways 
and Means Committee. It was pre- 
sented a few hours after Republican 
Committeemen had issued a 2000- 
word statemefit questioning the 
motives behind the bill. 
Chairman Doughton said he 
planned to call the bill up on the 
floor tomorrow, and would try to 
get it passed by the House before 


adjournment Saturday. 

The minority report denounced 
the measure as “a bill to redistrib- 
ute poverty.” The seven Republi- 
cans charged the proposed rates 
bordered ‘“‘on the point of confisca- 
tion” and were intended to catch 
votes 

“If this bill serves no other pur- 
pose,” the report said, “it will at 
least demonstrate to the country 
that the wasteful and extravagant 
expenditures of the Democratic ad- 
ministration cannot be met merely 
by ‘soaking the rich.’ Although it 
imposes rates of taxation which 
border on the point of actual con- 
fiscation, its proponents estimate 
that it will produce only $270,000,- 
000 of revenue. 


Expenses for Two Weeks. 


“This amount would pay the run- 
ning expenses of the Government 
for less than two weeks, and it 
falls $3,305,000,000 short of meeting 
the deficit for the last fiscal year. 
Even as a redistribution of wealth 
measure, it would provide but $2.25 
for each of our 120,000,000 people.” 
The report charged that the Dem- 
ocratic members were “actually hose 
tile” to President Roosevelt’s pro- 
posals and “that the bill now comes 
before the House with their ap- 
proval is further evidence of the 
fact that the majority are not 
guided by their convictions but by 
the orders they receive from the 
White House.” 

“We concede the equity and fair- 
ness of making those with large fn- 
comes contribute their fair share of 
the tax burden,” the report con- 
tinued, “but we do not think it is 
good business * * * to increase the 
progressive rates of the income tax 
to the point where they are produc- 
tive of decreased, rather than in- 
creased revenue.” 

The report also criticised the bill 
for not exempting gifts to charity. 
from the corporation income tax. 

“This bill is a political gesture 
at social reform. It is not a reve- 
nue bill,” the minority concluded, 

No Comment on Merits. 

The Democratic report said noth- 
ing on the merits of the bill except 
that the majority “recommend that 
the bill do pass.” After a full year 
of operation, “under present im- 
proving business conditions,” the 
Democrats estimated the additional 
revenue would be: 

Increased surtaxes on individual 
income, $45,000,000; graduated cor- 
poration tax, $15,000,000; excess 
profits tax, $100,000,000; inheritance 
tax, $86,000,000; gift tax, $24,000,000. 

“If business improved further,” 
the report continued, “the provis- 
ions in this bill may ultimately 
bring in as much as 350 to 450 
millions of dollars in additional 
revenue annually.” 

Of the graduated corporation in- 
come tax, the report said: 

“The President recommended the 
substitution of a graduated income 
tax on corporations in lieu of the 
present income tax imposed at a 
uniform rate. This is a new prin- 
ciple which has never been used 
in this country and therefore your 
comm ‘tee ... is recommending 
only a very moderate graduation.” 

President Roosevelt suggested a 
graduation from 10% to 16% per 
cent. The committee approved @ 
range from 13% to 14% per cent.

A group of writers who opposed the 
Alabama anti-saloon law was ac- 
cused by Gov. Bibb Graves today 
of making up a story of a gunfire 
attack in order to get publicity. 

The group consists of Bruce 
Crawford of Norton, Va.; Miss Shir- 
ley Hopkins of Truro, Mass.; Alfred 
Hirsch of New York: Emmett Gow- 
an of Lavergne, Tenn., and Jack 
Conroy of Moberly, Mo. 

The Governor issued a statement 
after receiving a report on the al- 
leged shooting from Sheriff J. P. 
Hardy of Chilton County and Win- 
ston Huddleston, solicitor for the 
circuit that includes Chilton Coun- 
ty. The writers said they were 
fired on from another car. 

“It’s the plainest frame-up for 
publicity purposes ever perpetrated 
in Alabama,” the Governor said. “As 
far as the State is concerned, the 
whole thing is dismissed as such. I 
had Mr. Huddleston question the 
people. They didn’t know how many 
men were in the other car, didn’t 
know what kind of car it was, 
didn't know what color it was.” 

“They said they were warned in 
Birmingham they were going to be 
fired upon when they attempted to 
come to Montgomery, but not a liv- 
ing soul knew of their intentions 
to come here today, so how could 
they be threatened?”

EX-SENATOR GILLETT, 
MASSACHUSETTS, DIES 


Republican Served 38 Years in 
Congress, Six as Speak- 
er of House.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., July 31. 
—Frederick H. Gillett, former 
United States Senator from Mas- 
sachusetts and for six years Speak- 
er of the House, died early today at 
a hospital. 

He was 83 years old. He served 
in Congress for 38 years. 

Dr. James A. Seaman said death 
was due to leukemia, a blood de- 
ficiency rare in men of his age. 
Mrs. Gillett and Dr. Seaman were 
with him when he died. Mr. Gil- 
lett entered the hospital July 10. 

Funeral services will be held Fri- 
day afternoon at the family home 
in Westfield, with burial in Pine 
Hill Cemetery. 

The former Republican Senator 
had been in retirement, writing his 
memoirs since he left the Senate 
in 1931.

12,500 TAKEN OVER 
WITH FERA DIVISION 


Undersecretary Has Hired

ers in Few Months.

WASHINGTON July 31.--Rex- 
ford Guy Tugwell, Undersecretary 


of Agriculture, has decided to dis- | 


charge more than 7000 of the em- 
ployes of the Rural Resettlement 
Administration. 

This decision followed disclosure 
that 16,600 persons are on the re- 
settlement administration payroll— 
about three times as many as the 
NRA employed in its effort to reg- 
ulate all industry. 

Tugwell plans to dismiss 2500 of 
his employes within two weeks. 
Nearly 5500 more are expected to 
receive notice within a few months. 
Most of the employes are said to 
have come to the Tugwell organi- 
zation on the payrolls of other 
agencies which he took over. 

12,500 From FERA Payroll. 

A check by Tugwell disclosed 
that of the total, more than 15,000 
employes were absorbed by the Re- 
gettlement administration in tak- 
ing over subdivisions of the AAA, 
the FERA and subsistence home- 
steads of the Interior Department. 
The new administration itself has 
employed about 1500 persons. 

Since 12,500 of the absorbed em- 
ployes were on the payrolls of the 
rural rehabilitation division of 
FERA, it is from this group that 
the principal cuts will be made in 
the next two weeks. 

The Resettlement Administration 
had 1711 employes in Washington. 
Of this number, 123 are working 
in the rural resettlement division; 
202 in the suburban resettlement 
division; 257 in the land utilization 
division; 130 in the management 
division, and the remainder in the 
headquarters staff. 

800 Already Dropped. 

The administration has four op- 
erating divisions—land utilization, 
rural resettlement, suburban reset- 
tlement and management. Nearly 
all of the employes of the land util- 
ization division came from the 
land planning division of AAA and 
the land program from FERA. 
This unit originally had 2700 em- 
ployes. The number already has 
been reduced to approximately 1900.

FUCHS TO RETIRE 
TOMORROW AS

NEW YORK, July 31.—Judge 
Emil Fuchs will step out of the 
presidency of the Boston Braves 
and turn over his stock to Charles 
F. Adams because of inability to 
“make certain payments” to Adams 
due Aug. 1, Ford Frick, president of 
the National League, said today. 

“Adams will take over complete 
control of the club,” Frick said, 
“and I expect that he will make ar 
active effort to sell the club as soon 
as possible. I believe his chances 
of selling are considerably in- 
creased now that there is single 
ownership.” 

Frick said he expected no changes 
would be made in the direction of 
the club, managed now by Bill Mc- 
Kechnie, nor did he think that

| Adams, who took Babe Ruth to Bos- 


ton in the spring, would seek to 
re-interest the slugger in returning. 
Ruth retired several weeks ago aft- 
er exchanging heated statements 
with Fuchs. 

“Fuchs’ failure to make the pay- 
ments due Adams Aug. 1 forces him 
automatically to turn over his stock 
to Adams,” Frick said. “I have 
known for sOme time that Fuchs 
would be unable to make the neces- 
sary financial arrangements. His 
decision to step out comes as no 
surprise,” 

Frick said he knew of no group 
seeking to purchase the club that 
was close to an arrangement with 
Adams, though he believes Charles 
O’Malley of Boston, who discussed 
the property with Frick here some 
time ago, will now reopen negotia- 
tions with Adams. 

“Adams hopes to step out of the 
baseball situation in Boston as soon 
as possible,” Frick said. “I believe 
he will go out actively now in an 
effort to make the sale. It’s a fine 
bargain, and I don't think he'll have 
much trouble finding a purchaser, 
now that he holds all the stock.” 

Fuchs has been in financial dif- 
ficulties with the Braves for some 
time. His troubles came to a head 
last winter when he sought a li- 
cense from the Massachusetts Rac- 
ing Commission to establish a dog 
track at Braves Field. 

The National League stepped in 
then, stopped the dog racing ven- 
ture, and after lengthy meetings 
of the board of directors here, took 
over the lease of Braves Field. The 
league guaranteed payment of the 
park rental and made other ir- 
rangements with Fuchs and Adams 
whereby the final solution of the 
financial problems was postponed 
until Aug. 1. 

In effect, Fuchs had until ‘to- 
morrow to repay Adams for loans 
made on Braves’ stock, with the 
alternative of withdrawing entirely 
from the club and _ turning his 
stock over to Adams if unable to 
raise the necessary money. 

Fuchs’ personal financial difficul-

country’s differences with Italy. 

“Ethiopia,” he said, “is mindful 
of the difficulty of her task, but sne 
is confident that the modern arma- 
ments of adversaries will not de- 
ter her people from their sacred 
task of exerting to the utmost ull 
efforts to conserve their liberty and 
their territory. 

“They are certain of the justice 
of their course and of divine aid 
and mercy in event they are re- 
quired to make the supreme sacri- 
fice, 

“In the meantime, no orders for 
Ethiopian troops to approach our 
frontiers have been given. On the 
contrary, orders in effect since last 
December, to keep away from the 
borders have been obeyed implicit- 


ly, notwithstanding repeated allega- 
tions that my: soldiers are out of 
control. 

“Only recently, due to frequent 
statements by Italian statesmen re- 


garding their intention to attack, or- 
ders were issued to our troops to 
move into the interior and concen- 
trate at points where they would be 
able to repel any invasion. 

“No concentrations have occurred 
or will occur at points where any 
doubt can possibly arise regarding 
identity of the eventual aggressor.” 

League’s “Embarrassing Task.” 

The Emperor was asked what, in 
his opinion, will be the decision of 
the League Council, which assem- 
bled in Geneva today to consider 
the crisis. 

“The League,” he said, “has the 
embarrassing task of having to 
choose from among numerous 
means of peaceful settlement of in- 
ternational disputes stipulated by 
the Covenant and other treaties bby 
which both Italy and Ethiopia are 
parties, 

“Ethiopia will not seek to impose 
any particular method or interpose 
obstacles, but will take recourse to 
any means of settlement the council 
finds appropriate.” 

“Can the League curb Italy’s de- 
signs?” the Emperor was asked. 

“I think the nations composing 
the League have the power to curb 
Italy’s imperialistic designs,” he re- 
plied slowly. “Ethiopia is confident 
that on this occasion a serious ef- 
fort will be made to utilize this 
power.” 

The Emperor was asked just 
when it was that Italy’s “intentions” 
—as he terms them—were first thor- 
oughly understood in Ethiopia. 

“The belligerent Italian intentions 
in Ethiopia became clearly apparent 
last August,” he answered, “when 
in the course of amenities ex- 
changed in Rome our inquiry re- 


garding the cause of increased Ital- 


ian armaments on our frontiers was 
met with the pretext that Ethiopian 
armaments were responsible.” 
Border Incidents “Created.” 
“The visit of an _ international 
commission to the Wal Wal region, 
the peaceful nature of which was

“The most urgent warning is 
therefore addressed to non-Aryans 
against coming to Berlin.” 


Strongest of Recent Warnings. 

The decree is the sharpest among 
such recent. warnings throughout 
the Reich. Few have indicated 
what measures are provided for the 
Jews forced out of their own 
towns or told they cannot live in 
particular communities. 

The 1933 statistics show 160 ,600 
Jews in Berlin, 26,158 in Frank fort- 
on-Mair, 20,202 in Breslau and 16,- 
885 in Hamburg.

failure of the State Legislature intelli- 
gently to perform its function, the State 
of Kansas offers what seems to be one 
of the most constructive and practical 
plans yet devised for meeting the situa- 
tion. It has provided an ad interim ad- 
' visory legislative council, the purpose of 
3 which is to do research work in the field 
2 of government and legislation so 4s to 
4a make available to the Legislature compre- 
<= hensive and scientific knowledge on the 
many difficult questéens with which that 
body must deal. “2. 

The council is composed of 27, includ- 

ing the Lieutenant-Governor as chairman, 
the Speaker of the House, 10 State Sen- 
ators and 15 members of the House of 
Representatives, It meets four times 4 
year to digest, analyze and draft laws 
for presentation to the regular Legisla- 
ture. Such consideration is based on ac- 
curate information prepared by assisting 
experts. Thus the Legislature can know 
at once how certain laws worked or 
failed when tried under similar condi- 
tions in other states. The research is 
especially useful in the preparation of an 
intelligent legislative program in ad- 
vance, based on the State’s needs. The 
work of the council in assembling ac- 
curate data destroys the influence of 
lobbyists and prevents specious argu- 
ments for or against legislation, and pre- 
cludes government by propaganda. 
: Such an arrangement would probably 
not find much favor with “special privi- 
lege” legislators, but it should’ receive 
overwhelming support from those who 
sincerely desire to serve their state. 
Faced by the fact that it is next to im- 
possible under prevailing political con- 
ditions to elect a first-rate personne] to 
the Legislature, Missouri might be doing 
the next best thing by adopting this 
Kansas ‘nnovation. Ss.

WHAT OF THE STATES? 
The Christian Century, which distinguishes itself 
as a student of the American scene, feels that recent 


tions which ‘he Constitution reserves to the states 
but which the states cannot or have failed to perform. 

We think this realization is growing in the nation, 
and it is high time we all thought about it. The 
plight in which the country finds itself is one re- 
sulting from the desires of the Constitutional Con- 
vention tou make the states as fully sovereign as pos- 
sible and thus prevent a too great accumulation of 
power in the central Government. The Constitution 


is therefore specific in its provision that the central 


Government shall have only such powers as are dele- 
gated to it by the Constitution, whereas the states 
are to retain all undelegated powers. | 

It was from this constitutional provision that the 
issue of state rights arose, to reach its climax in the 
Civil War. The slavery debate developed a much 
clearer conception of the rights of the states than 
we have had from that time until the subject came 
up in recent Supreme Court decisions. The absolute 
right of the states to be slave or free was generally 
admitted, but the opponents of slavery insisted that 
no such right could inhere in the territories. The 
Missouri Compromise and the Wilmot Proviso both 
attempted to condition the terms upon which states 
could come into the Union or new territory could 
be added. 
prived Missouri of her sovereign right upon becom- 
ing a state. She was permitted to have slavery, 
which she insisted upon, but only because her politi- 
cal power as a slave state was offset by that of 
Maine, coming in at the same time as a free state. 

The so-called issue of state rights in the Civil 
War was no issue at all. The states cannot secede. 
The Constitution reserves the right to keep the Union 
indissoluble. So we have the state issue before us 
in a much purer form at the moment than it. was 
in the slavery debate. though that debate apparently 
exhausted the subject. The question before us very 
plainly is whether the states can be made to perform 
the functions reserved to them by the Constitution 
or whether the Constitution must be altered to meet 
the necessities of the nation. 

No such issue could arise had the states lived up 
to the sovereignty permitted by the Constitution. 
-There is no mystery about why they have not done 
so. The people generally have failed in the duties of 
citizenship. A few of the states, however, retain 
popular and efficient government. They are able to 
perform the functions conferred upon them by the 
Constitution. - Wisconsin, we imagine, is all the 
makers of the Constitution expected of a state. She 
has good government. Her educational system is en- 
lightened. Her representatives in Congress work for 
the public welfare. She is, in a word, a synonym 
for human progress. 

But is Wisconsin esteemed by the rest of the 
states? Do they seek to follow her good example? 
Do they honor her for fulfilling the mission of the 
states? They do not. They decry her for being what 
they al) should be. Her name, so far from being 
honored among them, is a byword and a hissing in 
most of the states. 

Unlike Wisconsin, the states as a rule are not the 
political units they were designed to be, the sovereign 
parts of the Union through which popular govern- 
ment expressed itself and made good the ideal of a 
better concept of government for the masses. They 
are the strongholds of privilege and the playthings 
of corruption. They are badly governed at home and 
badly represented at Washington. Their Legislatures 
are much oftener the tools of corporate greed than 
they are the servants of the people. 

Can the states be made any better than this? They 
must be if they are to meet the challenge of the 
times. 
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ANOTHER TALE OF TWO CITIES. 


Philadelphia’s newest street advertising ordinance, 
just becoming effective, is ahead of the St. Louis 
code on one score, but behind on another point. How- 
ever, it is to be hoped Philadelphia will make a bet- 
ter job of enforcing its ordinance than St. Louis does. 

The Pennsylvania metropolis has placed billboards 
on a permit basis, to be erected only with the ap- 
proval of the city art jury and the Bureau of En- 
gineering. It has prohibited altogether the use of 
any advertising devices on sidewalks. 

For years, the St. Louis code has contained (Ordi- 
nance No. 29,881) a strict provision against use of 
streets, sidewalks, lamp posts or utility poles for 
advertisements of any kind, including specifically 
those of amusement enterprises. The police seem- 
ingly haven't heard of this, and neither the Dick- 
mann nor the Miller administration has enforced it. 

As for control of billboards, the city has been 
helpless; witness the ugly array of signs around the 
new Memorial Plaza. The Board of Aldermen re- 
peatedly has failed to empower the Municipal Art 
Commission and other authorities to regulate signs 
and the design of structures in the vicinity of public 
parks and buildings. If the quarrel of the major-

is ever ended, perhaps our lawmakers might get 
around to handling a few public matters.

Walter Williams is dead, at 71, after a fine, rich, 
full life. History will present him to posterity as 
the founder of the first school of journalism and 
will accord him his place in education as president 


of the University of Missouri, but in the affection-" 
ate esteem of his contemporaries, the man was pre- 


eminently a journalist, and, by the seal of his char- 
acter, was greater than anything he did, greater 


than any office he held. 


In the quality and extent of his achievements, his 
career possessed the ennobling wonder of romance. 
The boy who was setting type at 15 was an editor 
before he was 21, and presently was carrying the 
responsibility of directing several papers, finding 
time, too, to teach the largest Sunday school class 
in the State and, as a member of the Board of Cura- 
tors, to act as counsel in the affairs of the univer- 
sity. Meanwhile, he had gone up and down the State, 
storing his mind with facts gathered at first hand, 
enriching his mind, further, with the wealth gar- 
nered in books, putting books of his own making on 
library shelves, and was acclaimed, in informal] dis- 
cussions, as the best-informed Missourian. It was 
by reason of this well-won degree that he was chosen 
to accompany Gov. Francis on that tour of the world 
in behalf of the Louisiana Purchase Exposition. They 
both literally “stood before kings” in their far jour- 
ney as ambassadors of good will, and they brought 
the world, spiritually and materially, to St. Louis. 

The years of his forties, and since, have run in 
swift crescendo. The School of Journalism was a 
dream fulfilled, in which he came commandingly 
into his own. Professional honors were piled super- 
latively on him, and they were borne with endearing 
modesty. The young editor of what was called “the 
model country weekly” found himself a citizen of the 
world, with the immeasurable stature of warld jour- 
nalist. Gray veterans of the press have listened to 
his official addresses in many capitals, and young 
men who sat at his feet in Columbia have gone into 
all the lands of the earth to preach the gospel of 
journalism as taught by the savant who never went 
to college and never stopped going to school. 

It was late in the afternoon when the crowning 
distinction was conferred upon him—the presidency 
of the State university. The circumstances were 
critical, economically, culturally, emotionally. That 
the judgment of the curators was cordially approved 
by the public opinion of the State is an item of 
proud record, and how completely that judgment was 
vindicated is a happy chapter in the institution's 
annals. 

But there is a generation of Missourians that de- 
lights to remember Walter Williams, not as the 
founder of the School of Journalism, not as the trav- 
eler welcomed with ceremony as a nation’s guest, 
not as the head of the State’s highest educational 
institution, but as the young editor, yet profoundly 
wise philosopher, who looked out at life through 
“The East Window.” Under that heading, Walter 
Williams wrote those charming essays for his coun- 
try paper that meant so much “in old, entrancing, 
dear Missouri days.”

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MR. SLOAN ON “BUSINESS BIGNESS.” 

We publish under the cartoon today the argument 
of Alfred P. Sloan Jr., president of General Motors, 
against the President’s proposal of a graduated tax 
on corporation income. It is an excellent presenta- 
tion of the view that “business bigness” in itself is 
not an evil; that, to the contrary, it is bigness which, 
through mass production methods, has cheapened the 
cost of many commodities—of which the motor car 
is a conspicuous example—and placed them within 
reach of increasing numbers of the people. 

We agree that the attempt to limit size in business 
through the imposition of a graduated tax on cor- 
poration income is open to challenge. This tax does 
not rest, as the individual income tax does, on the 
sound principle of ability to pay. It would tax the 
man of moderate means who owns shares in a large 
corporation at a higher rate than the rich man 
owning shares in a small corporation. The problem 
involved in such a tax proposal is primarily a social 
one: namely, whether or not business bigness as such 
That is too grave a question, as we 
have previously stated, to be passed upon hastily.

In Defense of ‘‘Business Bigness’’ 


Motor manufacturer says proposed graduated corporation income seems an attempt 
to limit “business bigness’; argues that large plants mean mass production, 
bringing lower prices, added employment and progress in research; asserts effi- 
ciency, not size, is best yardstick for determining the value of industrial methods. 


From a Message to Stockholders of General Motors Corporation by 
Alfred P. Sloan Jr., President. 


AM calling attention to a very specific 
| and, to my mind, a most important mat- 
ter. It vitally concerns the business in- 
influ- 
ences the welfare of all. I refer to the 
proposal now before the Congress for a 
graduated corporation income tax, witn 
rates ranging from 10 to 17% per cent. 
(Editor's Note—The bill since proposed by 
the Democrats of the House Ways and 
Means Committee would fix the graduation 
in the narrow range of 13% to 144 per cent, 
these taxes to supersede the present 13% 
per cent flat rate on corporation incomes, 
The estimated increase in Government reve- 
nues from this change is around $15,000,000.) 
The reason I feel this proposal is of such 
great import is not only because of itself, 
but, far more importantly, because of the 
fact that a principle of policy once estab- 
lished, be it sound or unsound, is almost 
sure, through evolution, to exert an influ- 
ence far beyond that created at the time 
of its original inception. | 

It must be perfectly evident to anyone 
that the insignificant amount of revenue cre- 
ated, in proportion to the tremendous 
amount that the Government must raise 
through taxation, if looked at from the 
standpoint of a budget-balancing proposi- 
tion, presents such an absurd relationship 
that there must be, of necessity, other mo- 
tives involved than that of raising addi- 
tional revenue. That being the case, the 
question arises: What are those motives? 

The disparity between the revenue re- 
quired and the amount to be raised by the 
new proposal, in the light of surrounding 
circumstances, leads definitely to the con- 
viction that the primary object of the pro- 
posal is an attempt to contro! and limit, or 
perhaps even destroy, “business bigness,” 
and, secondarily, to effect a broader dis- 
tribution of wealth. 

- * ~ 

If this implication is correct, then a sec- 
ond question arises as to whether “business 
bigness,” as such, is a desirable or an | n- 
desirable factor in our national econom,. 
Does it promote the welfare of the commu- 
nity, or does it penalize that welfare? So 
far as I can recall, this is the first Fed- 
eral attempt that has been made to dis- 
criminate against “business bigness,”’ as 
such, through the medium of taxation, or 
in fact, in any other way. 

Does it not seem reasonable to ask, if we 
are to inject into our national] economy this 
e..tirely new principle with such tremen- 
dous implications for good or evil, that time 
should be given for an intelligent and open- 
minded discussion of its effects? Why is 
such hasty enactment demanded when the 
amount involved is so insignificant, and the 
results so consequential? 

If we are to assume, and we have a right 
to assume, that one of the underlying mo- 
tives ig to “soak the rich,” the question 
arises whether the rich are the only ones to 
be really soaked. For example, General Mo- 
tors Corporation, representing a market val- 
ue of $1,700,000,000, is owned directly and 
indirectly by some 415,000 stockholders. 
Holdings of more than 150,000 of these 
stockholders represent amounts of 19 shares 
or less, involving a maximum investment of 


$350 each. The largest American business 
corporation, with a stockholder list of ap- 
proximately 670,000, is stated to have no 
stockholder whose holdings are even equal 
to 1 per cent of the total. This is quite gen- 
erally true of American “business bigness.” 

The facts are that the savings of the 
masses are importantly ressenenadl the 
stockholding interests of our large business 
enterprises. The stockholder lists of hun- 
dreds of big corporations show that such 
stock investments have become a secondary 
savings bank. The fact that a corporation 
has a large income does not mean that all 
its stockholders have large incomes. The 
fact that any corporation has a small in- 
come does not mean that its owner or owa- 
ers. have smal] incomes. 

- _* ~ 

We might look et the question from an- 
other standpoint. “Business bigness,” as ap- 
plied to industry, means mass production. 
Mass production means nothing more or 
less than the concentration of great re- 
sources that enables luxuries to be turned 
into necessities, and new luxuries to be con- 
tinually created. The most humble citizen 
in the most humble community today en- 
joys conveniences that even a few years ago 
were denied to all. That is what mass pr>- 
duction has accomplished, 

Mass production involves tremendous &x- 
penditures in engineering, special tooling 
and machinery. Even more important, be- 
hind all this, is research, which, as the re- 
sult of large expenditures, is continually 
exploring and capitalizing the secrets of na- 
ture, making it possible to create new lux- 
uries to be turned into new necessities, 
thus providing additional employmené for 
millions. But notwithstanding these great 
expenditures, the cost per unit is low be- 
cause of the large number of units pro- 
duced, ane hence the _ selling price is 
brought within the reach of an increasing- 
ly large number of people. That, and that 
alone, is why-the standard of living has 
been so importantly Advanced.

The reason the people of this country en- 
joy the highest standard of living is be- 
cause these principles have been brought 
to their highest degree of effectiveness un- 
der the auspices of American industry. No- 
body will deny that fact. How many auto- 
mobiles, radios, telephones, electric refrig- 
erators, vacuum cleaners and such, that 
are today necessities, would be possible un- 
der the guild system of manufacture of 100 
or so years ago? How many new things 
would be developed, and how much employ- 
ment would be created if we turned back- 
ward to that scheme of things? It is only by 
concentration in large units, making pos- 
sible the use of the most efficient machin- 
ery, making known the advantages of the 
various things, new and old, by extensive 
advertising, by distribution on a national, 
usually on a world, basis, so that they may 
be obtained by all, that our unsurpassed 
standard of living has come about.

WASHINGTON, July 31. 
HATEVER else may be said 
W 2x00: NRA, nobody will deny 
that it was one of the great- 
est experiments of: its kind in the 
history of the world. 

It was an attempt at some kind 
of economic government in defi- 
ance of the rule of laissez-faire—no 
government at all. It aimed at 
evils—hours of labor too long— 
wages too low—murderous  prac- 
tices in trade—abuses, rackets, 
tvrannies and crookedness of all 
kinds. It produced much good and 
some harm. It aroused fierce argu- 
ments and left a diversity of opin- 
jons and mooted points which will 
be wrangled about for many a year. 

It cost a lot of money and it 
left a mass of records among which 
is buried the truth about all that 
it did. 

By its very nature, its interior 
organization was controversial. At 
its tribunals the diverse interests 
of management, workers and con- 
sumers came to robust grips and 
its organization was made up of a 
balance of representatives of all 
three interests. Administration 
consisted in umpiring these con- 
stant affravs on the theory that 
conflict is the quickest way to get 
the truth. 


study and narration of those volu- 
minous records is of the utmost im- 
portance.

Dr. Wallace read the Scripture and 
led the prayer.

LITTLE SYMPHONY 
QUTDOOR CONCERT 


Improvements Over First Pro- 
gram at John Burroughs 
School Noted. 


AST night's Litth Symphony 
L concert, the second of four be- 

ing presented on alternate Tues- 
days in the hillside theater at John 
Burroughs School, Price road, 
proved an acid test for the new ven- 
ture. Coming on a warm evening 
at the close of a withering day, with 
many concert-goers already on va- 
cation, it nevertheless drew a con- 
siderably larger audience than at- 
tended the first. And the hearers 
displayed satisfaction. From which 
it is safe to assume that the Lit- 
tle Symphony is, for better or 
worse, an established institution. 
With all its imperfections, last 
night’s concert, with Igor Geffen 
conducting and Miss Dora Minkin 
as piano soloist, exhibited keenly 
exciting potentialities. 

There were several obvious im- 
provements. The rearrangement of 
the orchestra produced a blended 
ensemble that could not have been 
hoped for at the start and this was 
heightened by the fact that the va- 
rious choirs have learned to play 
comfortably together. A iittle 
more experience with the peculiar 
conditions involved in perfe:ming 


doubtiess reduce still further the 
hazards of tricky acoustics, falling 
ew, a limited instrumentation— 
and all that those involve in pro- 
gram selection and conducting. But 


last night's concert indicated that | 
the experimental period is drawing 


to a close. 

The program was built around 
Mozart's A Major piano concerto 
(K. 488). Preceded by the well- 
known Bach Air for the G String, 
this concerto proved admirably suit- 
able. It is distinctly a soloist’s con- 
certo, with the orchestral accompa- 
niment a graceful) retiring back- 
ground to the piano part. This was 
a trifle over-accentuated by Miss 
Minkin remarkable effortless range 
of volume. But that it was only 
her second public appearance 
wouldn't have been suspected after 
witnessing the masterful vet sympa- 
thetic understanding she showed 
from the beginning. 

Her playing of the allegro and 
andante movements was a revela- 
tion. Each note was struck with 
such firm exactness that it took 
on the incisive individuality of a 
last word. Yet her shading caught 
the rich poetry that goes beyond 
the severe architecture of written 
notes—and without violating strict 
time or the pregnant sequence of 
a melodic line. The pensive second 
movement—as rich in melody as 
anything in Mozart's works—was 
delivered up in its fullness. Unfor- 
tunately, the last movement, a flow- 
ing presto inclosing a joyous dance 
motif, was crippled by Miss Min- 
kin'’s choice of tempo. It was obvious 
from the first entrance of the or- 
chestra that the other musicians 
were unable to articulate their 
parts at such high speed. And the

the orchestra got back its poise, 
The most pleasing feature of this, 
section was the middie number, 
Mendelssohn's concert overture 
from “A Midsummer Night's 
Dream.” If something was lost in 
this by reason of the limited range 
of tone color in an ensemble of 
18 instruments, the essential fairy- 
tale mood of the piece, wonderfully 
preserved, made up for it. And in 
its sylvan setting the miniature or- 
chestra recreated better than could 
a full symphony in a dignified audi- 
torium the elfish fantasy of the mu- 
sic.

A peice: than ours?” Arthur 


Hopkins asked me—for some- 
| thing to say, I suppose. 

I was just back from Pekin and 
had dropped in at the Plymouth 
Theater in New York to pass the 
time of day with this chubby and 
meditative impresario, who prob- 
ably looks a good deal more like 
Buddha than did any of the sundry 
conceptions of that mystic which I 
had found wrought in wood or 
bronze in the temples of the West- 
ern hills. 

“Well,” I answered, 
ences are better.” 

For, as a confirmed playgoer, I 
had found myself going by ricksha 
to a good many theaters in Pekin, 
and nothing in the acrobatic antics 
of the actors, the nursery naivete 
of the plays or the whine of the 
ceaseless music had struck me with 
so sharp a sense of difference as 
the fine, hearty collaboration of the 
audiences. They arrive at 4 in the 
‘afternoon and stay until 1 in the 
‘morning, maintaining throughout 
i that long session a state of glisten- 
ing and exuberant interest that is 
in painful contrast to the fretful 
and lethargic assemblage which de- 
presses the actor when the curtain 
goes up in America. For reasons 
which are many, obscure and com- 
plicated, our theater has lost most 
of its festivity, and the average au- 
dience, straggling glumly down the 
aisles, looks less like a group that 
has come to a party than like a 
haphazard collection of irritated 
passersby who have been forced to 
take refuge under this roof to es- 
cape the congestion of the side- 
walks outside. 

In Peking the audiences are large, 
jolly, and communicative. They so 
savor the fine points of technique 
that every expert performance is 
punctuated and encouraged by a 
very cannonade of shouts from the 
pit, everybody thundering out the 
Chinese equivalent of “Bravo!” 
with a resulting volume that must 
warm the actor’s heart. Their dis- 
‘approval or disappointment is 
‘equally vociferous. It has been 
years since I have heard any audi- 
ence in my own land evince half 
so much interest in anything as 
was registered in one roar of Pek- 
ingese displeasure, of which the 
‘echoes still hum in my ears. 
| Some Chinese friends of mine had 
reserved a box for a night when 


“the audi- 


a veteran and celebrated actor of 
‘warrior roles was announced to 
play one of his most successful 
parts. Perhaps I should explain 
that a long evening’s bill is likely 
to include four or five plays, and 
that on this occasion the star was 
not scheduled to appear in any of 
them until the historical tragedy at 
10 o'clock. We arrived from din- 
ner a good half hour before this— 
just in time, indeed, for a consid- 
erable intermission. To an alien of 
negligible ability as a linguist, the 
intermission is likely to afford 
quite as much entertainment as the 
performance. There is much hand- 
ing out of tea and one is also giv- 
en lotus seeds to munch. Then 
face-cloth fly in every direction. 
Probably I should pause here 
long enough to explain the place of 
the face-cloth in the life of Peking. 
It is, they say, the dustiest. city in 
the world. That is true at all times, 
but especially so when a southwest- 


‘erly wind is scooping up the light, 
| unresisting surface of the Gobi 
Desert, carrying it for a while, and 
then, as if tired of it, dropping it 
negligently on the Manchu palaces. 
Therefore, when you arrive at a 
|restaurant for dinner, or drop in 
‘on some Chinese household for a 
‘game of poker, you are at once 
proffered a wicker basket in which 
reposes for your refreshment a 
face-cloth, warm, moist, perfumed. 
In Peking—or in Tokio, for that 
matter—you reach for a face-cloth 
instead of a sweet. It is, I imagine, 
an ideal method of spreading scrof- 
ula, impetigo and other maladies 
of the human surface, 


Well, in the Chinese theater the 
attendants, who in America would 
be busy passing out paper cups full 
of ice water (or even busier urging

these are withdrawn from circula- 
tion and, I trust, subjected to some 
cleansing process. Six or seven such

tion. First, he gathers them into 
a knot and then lets an inquiring 
eye rove over the balcony. There 
this reconnoitering glance may 
light on a momentarily idle co 
worker standing near an exit. With- 
out any visible exchange of signals, 
the first attendant then sends his 
wad of face-cloths hurtling through 
the air and, as they describe their 
perfect arch, the second attendant, 
disdaining to reach out for them, 
merely lifts one nonchalant hand 
and plucks them from the air with 
almost contemptuous effortlessness.

“He isn’t going to appear,” my 
friend said, and went on to tell me 
that the message was an apologetic 
one, explaining with many florid ex- 
pressions of regret that the star 
was not feeling well that evening. 


Even so, our party decided to stay 
long enough to see the scrumptious 
costumes which are traditional in 
this play, and longer still if, as 
seemed at least possible, the under- 
study proved to be a good actor. 
When it came time, at long last, for 
hjs entrance, there was another 
roar—this time one compounded 
of surprise relief, and pleasure. 

“Why, it’s him!” cried my host, 
who, in America, had studied at 
Colgate University. 

And then we understood. The 
star was merely feeling seedy, and, 
while willing enough to go through 
the night's work, had wanted his 
following warned not to expect his 
best.

in my first half hour from a boat 
in the harbor, it seemed to be do- 
ing nicely.

I should certainly have tried to 
express something of my admira- 
tion for the art and quality of Onoe 
Kikugoro, the bright particular star 
of the Tokio theater, who is, I be- 
lieve, generally regarded as the 
foremost actor in Japan. He is a 
fine clown, a sensitive and subtle 
player in tragedy, an adept in eith- 
er warrior or feminine roles, and 
a master of pantomime.

The cape theme appears with 
sufficient frequency to make it of 
interest.

Physicians are often shy about 
makin. a diagnosis right away of 
neurosis or functional disease.

We have heen led to the idea 
nowadays that everything that hap- 
pens to the body can be explained 
on a chemical or mechanical basis. 
Doctors can make so many chem- 
ical examinations of the poor hu- 
man body that we are bound to find 
something a little irregular if we 
look long enough. And so these pa- 
tients go through life with the diag- 
nosis of endocrine disturbance, or 
intestinal intoxication, or colitis or 
retroverted uterus, or low blood 
pressure, when what is really 
wrong with them is their inade- 
quate nervous system. 

Can they be cured? No; that is 
one of the things these patients 
should face. They are subject to 
repeated breakdowns. 

Can they be helped? Yes, 
one of the most important things a 
doctor can do for them is to save 
them from unnecessary operations 
and the repeated expense of labor- 
atory examinations. They should 
stick to one doctor, and not get sore 
at him if he doesn't have the blood
